THE PURSUIT ABANDONED. 


After Scouring St. Louis County Day 
and Night the Citizens Give 
Up the Chase. 


Mrs. Gabbrish, a farmer’s wife, drove to 
Manchester early Tuesday morning and re- 
ported that just before she started from 
home she had learned from a neighbor that 
some farmers captured John Wesley, the 
negro assailant of Mrs. Rosalie Marmion, 
and strung him up by the neck to.a hickory 
tree near Kover Creek. This report set the 
excited inhabitants of Manchester wild, but 
it proved to be unfounded, for a Post-Di 
patch reporter who hurriedly drove out t 
Kover Creek soon learned thdt Wesley 
had neither been .captured nor seen in 
that vicinity. 

Last night sixty of the best citizens in the 
vicinity of Manchester started out to search 
every nook and corner in which Wesley was 
thought te be in hiding. A Post-Dispatch 


reporter acco led them. They rode in 
buggies and on horseback to the Wilmas and 
Fi er far which adjoin each other 
about four miles northwest of here.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Col. Charies H. 
Jones of Missouri, who was Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, and also of

But the idea of a man or woman working 
say seven, eight or ten hours a day, prob- 
ably most of the time on their feet, then 
going out at night and riding ten, fifteen 
or twenty miles—it is simply ridiculous. 

“T have patients who have been riding 
four or five years, and they say that after 
coming in from long rides they have pains 
in their thighs and groins for two or three 
hours afterward. And.then do gee. mean 
to say that it has no ill effects 

“Why, I can go still further and the re- 
sults are more startling. For instance, 
most people when riding a bicycle go along 
at a high rate of speed. In order to fill their 
lungs rapidly they keep their mouths open 
and inhale the cold current of air directly, 
instead of allowing it to pass throuogh the 
nostril, thus givi that organ no chance 
to perform its pr function—that of pu- 
rifying the air. This cold current of air 
striking the lungs produces incr res- 
piration, that increases the heart’s action, 
and asa result you have hypertrophy of the 
heart. Still more, from constant riding 
one gets curvative of the spine and the ‘bi- 
cycle walk.’ 

“Did you ever see a person waiking along 
the street all stooped over at the shoulders, 
chest contracted, arms hanging limply at 
the sides, walking almost entirely on the 
ball of the foot and looking at every step as 
if they were feeling for a pedal? Well, you 
ry My miss them, and that is the ‘bicycle 
walk.’ 

“Worse than all this, I know bicycle rid- 
ing to be productive of hemorrhage of the 
bladder, and but recently I treated a case 
of strangulated hernia, caused by riding a 


; eel. 

“As to the moral side of bicycle riding, 
its tendency is ve vitiating. No father 
or mother should allow their daughters to 
ride at will and without proper protection. 
Men riding alone, meeting girls without an 
escort or companion, ride right up and 
epeak to them and continue on holding con- 
versation. She has no idea of who the 
man may be, but owing to sort of fra- 
ternal feeling existing betwe cyclists she 
thinks it ts all right, whereas if a man 
‘spoke to her on the street she would be 
insulted. 

' “Phe fad of bicycle riding is similar to 
the fad of roller skating some years ago, 
only ‘worse. Eight or ten years ago I de- 
noun¢ed roller skating as unhealthful and 
infmoral and characterized skating rinks 
- as simply places of assignation. 

“Public opinion at first tried to down me, 
-but latteriy good judgment and common 
sense prevailed and roller skates had to 
go. It will be the same with the bicycle: 
Notwithstanding its immense monetary 
backing, the deplorable influences of riding 
a wheel is bound to be its doom.” z

FRAKER’S CAPTURE. 


Attorney Herrick Gives the Details of 
the Adventure. 


DULUTH, .Minn., Sept. 3.—Attorney Her-

About twelve miles from Tower Deputy 
Phillips, who was acquainted with Fraker 
under his alias as Schnell, saw his com- 
panion in @ shanty near the wood, and, on 
inquiring where the doctor was, learned 
that they had just moved to this place and 
that Fraker was out hunting. On exam- 
ining the shanty, a trap-door was found in 
the floor, with a considerable excavation 
underneath, looking rather suspicious. The 
young man was handcuffed and guarded 
and Phillips proceeded on the road. About 
two miles further on @ man with a gun on 
his shoulder was met, who was instantly 
recognized as the ae gf wt dead man, Fra- 
ker. Herrick engar him in conversation, 
when suddenly Phillip seized his arms and 
Wilkinson put on the handcuffs. Fraker 
thought that he had been arrested for kill- 
ing game out of season, as Phillip was also 
game warden. When the warrant was 
read to him he was thunderstruck, but ad- 
mitted his identity. He was brought to 
town, together with his companion, who 
hails from Wisconsin and seems to be an 
innocent party. The prisoner is a well- 
built man, of about 5 feet 6 inches, 40 years 
old, with short, black whiskers.

JUSTICE BREWER ON FEE . EXTORTION. 

Not long ago the Post-Dispatch called 

attention to the increage in the cost of 


‘litigation because of extortionate law- 


yers’ fees and urged the necessity of 
reducing them to a reasonable basis. 

It is gratifying to note that so emi- 
nent a legal light as Justice Brewer 
recognizes the frequent disproportion 
between the fees and the property in lit- 
igation and the influence of fees in pro- 
moting the delays of justice. 

In his admirable /address before 
Bar Association the Justice makes a 
vigorous plea for a more efficient ad- 
ministration of justice. He urges the 
curtailing of continuances, the shorten- 
ing of the process and the cutting down 
of reviews ‘to one appellate court. He 
said: “Some of our profession seem to 
think that justice is more likely to be 
secured if, by. repeated reviews in suc- 
cessive courts, even_to the highest in the 
nation, the fees of counsel can be made 
to equal, if not exceed, the amount in 
controversy between the clients.” 

This is a delicate but effective thrust at 
the core of the evil. It is a well-deserved 
rebuke of lawyers.who conduct cases 
with an eye single to the fat to be ex- 
tracted from lifigants and who are too 
busily engaged in filling their own pock- 
etbooks to regard the interests of their 
clients. 

It is a plain hint that at the bottom 
of the tendehcy to increase the number of 
continuances and prolong the process of 
trial and review is the greed of lawyers. 
If this greed is not ehecked it will event- 
ually stop litigation and wreck the ad- 
ministration of justice.

It is urged that the 
practice is a customary courtesy to a 
home man, but public. racikg does not 
go by courtesy, but by merit and if such 
courtesy is customary bicycle racing has 
fallen too low for the attention of honest 
sportsmen. It is claimed that the ‘‘fix- 
ing” of races is encouraged by manu- 
facturers whose wheels are ridden by 
Class B riders and if thia is the case 
it only proves that the advertising ele-. 
ment in bicycle racing is most dangerous 
and pernicious and that its representa- 
tives cannot be too qtiickly ruled ‘off the 
track. 

One expert cyclist denominates the 
practice of ‘“‘fixing’’ races as “scientific” 
riding. It is entitled to be called this 
only on the theory that skill in de- 
ceiving the public, the judges, the referee 
and the race managers and thus securing 
unearned prizes can be brought to such 
bad eminence of perfection as to be re- 
garded as a science, 

The practice is indefensible. From 
any standpoint it is dishonest and thor- 
oughly reprehensible. The severest pen- 
alties should be attached to it, for if it 
is proved to exist and is not promptly 
| stopped bicycle racing will soon degen- 
erate to the level of “merry-go-round” 
horse racing.*

Tobacco is generally do- 
ing well. all plowing has progressed 
rapidly except in a number of the central 
and northern counties where the recent 
rains have made the ound too wet, and 
seeding has commenced in a few localities.” 
Pastures are generally good /and water 
plenty. Fruit continues in good condition, 
and is abundant.. 


IOWA’S RICH PROSPECTS. 


Weather Suitable: for Late Corn and 
Potatoes and the Growth of Grass. 


DES MOINDS, Ia., Sept. 3-—The lowa 
weekly weather bulletin dssued to-day says: 
‘*The mean temperaturé of the past week 
was slightly above normal. ‘The ®ainfall was 


ample in all parts of the State, and in 
numerous localities it was in excess of the 
normal. From a few sections reports are re- 
ceived of damage by washing afid local 
floods. 

“On the whole the week has been exceed- 
ingly favorable for ripening late corn and 
potatoes, and for the growth of grass. 
Cutting early planted corn is iff progress 
in all districts, and the larger portion of the 
crop is now ready for the harvester. Some 
of the late planted flelds, especially in the 
northern districts, would be much benefited 
eather. 

“All reports show marked imp ement 
in pastures and meadows, but in some lo 
calities a second Cre of hay will be-cut. 
The soil is in fine cendition for plowing and 
more than thé usual area will be turned.”’ 


RAPID- VEGETATION. 


Splendid Conditions Chronicled by the 
illinois Crop Report. 


CHICAG@, Sept. 3—The IHinois weekly 
weather crop bulletin, issued to-day, says: 


The past week has been a favorable one 
for crops plenty of warmth followed by a 
short period: of cool weather and frequent 
showers, have caused vegetation to advance 
rapidly. The rain fall average for the 
State has been somewhat above the nor- 
mal, also the average temperature for the 
week. Late corn is filling and maturing 
rapidly, and with three weeks of immunity 
from frost all will be ready to cut. Early 
corn is being cut quite generally, and 
much will go into the shock this week, 
Pastures and meadows have revived won- 
derfully, and fall feéd seems assured. Sown 
rye is up with good stand; sowing con- 
tinues with the ground if excellent con- 
dition. Wheat land is generally prepared, 
and sowing will begin the following week. 
Millet and buckwheat are doing well, also 
young clover. The second crop of clover, 
which has just been cut, is being hulled. 
In east central counties broom corn cutting 
continues, with about three-fourths of the 
crop safely housed. Late fields have béen 
somewhat damaged by chinch bugs. The 
bugs have also damaged some late corn, 
and in south central and southeast counties 
damage is also reported from grub worms. 
Well water is still quite scarce, although 
streams are running. “

CHICAGO,’ Ill, Sept.. 3—The Eecutive 


Committee of the United States Railway 
Mail Clerks’ Association was in session 
bere last night.

THE MERIT SYSTEM. 


Address of Postmaster-General Wilson 
to the Letter-Carriers. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 3:—At the 
banquet last night of the National Con- 
vention of Letter Carriers, Postmaster- 

General Wilson spoke as follows: 

‘Remember, gentlemen, that this per- 
manence of tenure, freed from the for- 
tunes and contingencies of partisan strife, 
has been introduced, not for your benefit, 
but for the godd of the public service—that 
it is held on the only basis allowable for 
such tenure in our country—the basis of 
personal good behavior. You can desire 
nothing better or more stable than this. I 
hope that every letter carrier in the coun- 
try will feel that if he fails in doing fully 
and in £00d measure his daily duty, or car- 
ries his uniform where it may justly incur 
suspicion inconsistent with upright public 
service and blameless personal reputation 
among the people, no political influence 
and no accumulation of other influences can 
hold ‘him in the service, and equally, on the 
other hand, that no political influence, or 
accumulation of influences, can separate 
him from that service as long as his feet 
are firmly planted on the foundation of pub- 
lic duty and personal integrity. 

‘T have been led to say this because I have 
already observed among those unfriendly 
to the merit system a disposition to pro- 

esy that organizations like yours, when 
once they feel themselves securely emtrench- 
ed im the public service, will h out to 
demand privileges or excuse delinquencies 
in their own ranks ?m such a way as to dis- 
credit the whole theory of civil service re- 
form. You cannot afford to do this. I know 
that I can fully trust your good judgment 
and discretion that you will not do it.”
